Just as small streams join to 
make big rivers, so various ele- 
ments combined into the final Fas- 
cist party. The group which trans- 
lated Hitler's Bible, Mein Kampf, 
into Spanish “had grown up in 
Valloidoid under the direct inspir- 
ation of the Jesuits.” 

But it was not till the Fascists 
tapped the big business money- 
barrels that it became a formidable 
force.

FROM THE FIRST till now the 
forces that combined to set up the 
Fascist tyranny feared, and hence 
hated, democracy c.en more than 
they feared Communism.

In this 50-foot display, a series 
of illustrated panels urge the farm- 
er to raise more vegetables and 
hogs. One panel carries the slogan 
of the Alberta Livestock Co-oper- 
ative, “Raise Another Hog for 
Britain” and quotes the findings 
of Dean Sinclair, University of Al- 
berta, that “the average price of 
barley at Edmonton (1918-1946) was 
52 cents per bushel; this same grain 
fed to hogs would have given an 
average net return of 81 cents per 
bushel”. 

Other panels demonstrate the 
advantages of beautifying the farm 
home; the assured overseas market 
for eggs; the dairy herd as a source 
of year-'round income; and the need | 
for more Canadian-produced wool.

Freight revenues increased 215 
percent over 1946 to $8,897,371, but 
passenger revenues decreased 14.1 
percent to $1,082,724. Operating ex- 
penses increased $8,024,260 to $55,- 
583,574.

Bishop Buys 
(150 Wives 


DARWIN, Australia, July 12~— 
(CP)—The only Roman Catholic 
bishop in the world who is a “poly- 
gamist” is Dr. Francis Xavier Gsell, 
Bishop of Darwin. He boasts 150 
“wives.” 

The story of Dr. Gsell’s many 
“wives” dates back to the turn of 
the 20th century when the Alsatian- 
born priest was a missionary at 
Bathurst Island off Australia’s 
Northern Territory, where the na- 
tives had a reputation for cun- 
ning and ferocity. 

Shortly after his arrival on the 
island he was confronted by a ter- 
rified 10-year-old native girl who 
had fled from her tribe because

SHORTLY after the frightened 
girl explained her plight to Dr. 
Gsell, the tribal judges appeared, 
headed by the elderly bridegroom- 
to-be and brandished spears in a 
threatening manner. 

The beared priest, a powerfully- 
built man, confronted the burly 
native spokesman and attempted to 
talk him out of his project. 

If girls were so plentiful they 
could be killed just for running 
away, he reasoned, they might be 
traded for a price.

| their jilted husbands-to-be. In 18 
|years Dr. Gsell bought 150 girls 
at an average price of £2 ($8) a 
| head in goods. 
THE GIRLS were clothed, 
taught Christianity and Dr. 
Gsell ultimately agreed to their 
marriage to young men who had

And he had conduct- 
ed the great and impressive mem- 
jorial service at Milan, soon after 
|the great composer's death 

| Toscanini 
President Truman, suggesting it 
| would be an artistic injustice to 
wrench Puccini's music from its 
proper context. Bus in Washington 
jthe department of justice confirm- 
ed the statement 
|had been signed hetween the gov- 
lernment and Milton Shubert for 
use of music from Puccini's operas, 
|to be employed in an operetta bas-
